“Varied as has been the fortune of 
France in the matter of Government dur- 
ing the century and more since she en- 


tered into this compact with the Church, | 


whose existence she has not been able to 


ignore—no, not even in this hour when | 


she would gladly do so—she has never till 
quite recently dreamed of repudiating the 
obligations she then contracted. 

“And in this she has simply been tak- 
img the view which all Christendom has 
taken of such compacts. Is not this the 
way our own country regarded the ques- 
tion lately raised regarding the Friars’ 
lands in the Philippines and of churoh 
property in Porto Rico? Seeing that we 
had succeeded to the rights of Spain in 
these islands, we did not balk at assuming 
her responsibilities along with them. 

Claims Not Extinguished by Time. 

“Nor do our legal authorities consider 
that such claims are extinguished by 
lapse of time. Witness what we have 
@one anent the French spoliation claims. 
hough the action on which these claims 
@re based antedates the Concordat be- 
tween France ang the Holy See by some 
years, yet our Congress passed an en-~ 
ebling act in 1886 allowing the plaintiffs 
to appear before the Court of Claims. 
That this proceeding meets with the ap- 
proval of our countrymen is evidenced by 
the fact that the legislators of the thir- 
teen oxfginal States have all at various 
times passed resolutions directing thelr 
Senators and asking their Representa- 
tives to take favorable action in behalf 
of the claimants, and all this though the 
original claimants have long since mold- 
ered into dust. 

“On the same lines was the conduct of 
our Government regarding the disburse- 
ment of the Pious Fund. This was, as is 
well known, a religious endowment in- 
trusted by Spain to the Mexican Govern- 
ment for the purpose of certain missions 
which were once Spanish possessions, but 
now form part of the United States. Mex- 
ico, defaulting after some time in pay- 
ment of interest, the case was at length 
appealed to the highest court of equity in 
Christendom—that of The Hague—and a 
decision was handed down tn favor of our 
California missions. The United States 
authorities did not hesitate to lend their 
good offices in executing the decrees of the 
court. 

** Now, not unlike this is the case which 
the French Government presents. By 
their own acknowledgment they find 
themselves Trustess of a fund which they 
have solemnly guaranteed to administer 
in favor of a Church organization, the 
identity of which they do not pretend to 
mistake. For a century or more they 
discharged their obligation more or less 
faithfully, without ever questioning its 
justice. At a given moment they see fit 
to repudiate. 

“On whet ground? That there was no 
consideration in the contract or that they 
could not find the legitimate representa- 
tion of their creditor? No, not at all. 
They merely do not see fit to pay it any 
longer. Henceforth they will not only not 
pay interest, but will retain the principal 
and sequestrate (i. 6. confiscate) what 
other property their helpless creditor may 
have acquired.

ROUSED BY THE PRESIDENT. 


Proposed Exclusion Law Change 
Stirs California Delegation.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19. — President 
Roosevelt, it is reported, has made a sug- 
gestion to the Committee on Foreign Af- 
fairs which will seriously jar the Cali- 
fornia delegation if it is followed. In fact, 
the delegation is already considerably 
wrought up over the prospect. 

The President’s suggestion is reported to 
be that the Chinese exclusion law be 50 
amended that the Chinese applicants for 
admission to the United States shall take 
the necessary examination prescribed by 
law in their own homes instead of in this 
country. This would be in accordance 
with the ideas of the President. That 
such an amendment will be so reported 
shortly after the holidays is believed to 
be agsured. 

The Rev. Dr. Merriman Colbert Harris, 
Bishop of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
in Tokio, Japan, who took Chaplain Hale’s 
place in the Senate to-day, gave informa- 
tion to some of his friends this evening 
which has greatly pleased residents of the 
Pacific Coast. He said Ambassador Voki, 
with whom he is well acquainted, told 
him that he would use all his Influence 
to prevent any further immigration of 
Jupanese into elther California or Hawail. 

In conversation with Senators and Rep- 
resentatives to-day he said the people of 
ithis country in general had a misconcep- 

tion of the attitude of the Japanese to- 

ward the United States. He admitted 
that strong feeling had been aroused 
when news of the discrimination against 

Japanese children in San Francisco and 
the assaults which were made upon Jap- 
anese adults first reached Japan. The 

President's message had done much, he 
declared, to dissipate this feeling, how- 

ever. 

Dr. Harris gave voice to a warning 


against the passage of a Japanese ex- 
usion bill, which the Californians in 
Son ress openly favored. He said: 

“Tf such a bill is passed by Congress 
it will be regarded in Japan as an un- 
forgiveable offense and will probably be 
followed by serious consequences,”’

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—Senator Pet- 
tus of Alabama went to see the President 
to-day to ask him for some new Post Of- 
fice boxes at Selma and a safe that is less 
genial and open-handed in its nature than 
the present one.

ONE BRIDGE EARNS $140,988. 


The Willlamsburg Structure’s Tolls 
Have Increased $48,979 In a Year. 


The third year of the operation of the 
Williamsburg Bridge was completed yes- 
terday, the first roadway on the bridge 
having been opened on Dec. 19, 1903. It 
was some time after that when the whole 
bridge was thrown open to traffic. The 
receipts of the bridge for the last twelve 
months were $83,442 from road traffic and 
$57,546 from trolley car tolls. In 1905 the 
receipts from both sources were $92,000.

3,000 YARDMEN SEND

Unless Demands Are Granted on 
Saturday They'll Strike. 


SERIOUS TIE-UP THREATENED 


Warning Sent to All Lines—They Ofe 
fered 4, but Men Wanted 5 Cents 
_ an Hour More Pay, 


All the railroads involved in the demand 
for 6 cents an hour advance to thelr yard 
conductors and brakemen in the switche 

jing district of NewYork Harbor have 
until Saturday to grant the demands, fall« 


ing which a general strike of the 3,000 
men will go into effect at once, 

The roads affected are the Erle, Penn<

A Picturesque Career. 

Back in the nineties, when Tewksbury 
had handsomely furnished offices at 530 
Broadway, he began to build his so-called 
‘“‘dream palace,” at 29 West Seventy-sec- 
ond Street. At that time he was a bache- 


lor. Becoming the fast friend of Louis 
Grunhut, he became a fervent visitor at 
the Grunhut home. Grunhut was a mem- 
ber of the law firm of Townsend, Dyett 
& Einstein, at 247 Broadway. 

For years he had been real estate notary 
for the Importers and Traders’ Bank, 
and in time acquired much wealth which 
he invested in real estate. When Grun- 
hut died on March 17, 1895, Tewksbury 
was at his bedside holding his hand. Then 
he introduced his mother and sister to 
Grunhut’s beautiful widow and seni the 
widow with them to Italy. 

When Mrs. Grunhut got on board the 
steamer she says that Tewkesbury’s sister 
handed a letter to her. It contained a 
proposal of marriage from the financier. 
At that time her fortune was estimated 
at $250,000. He wrote letters and cable 
messages to her while she was in Italy, 
and when she returned she had agreed to 
become Tewkesbury’s wife. 


Tewksbury’s Dream Palace. 
Then Tewkesbury offered business re- 
verses. It was before this that Mrs. 
Grunhut returned from Italy. Tewkes- 
bury brought her to his dream palace 


and showed her rooms fitted in white 
mahogany. There were silyery moons and 
other attractive things. There he gave 
her an engagement ring containing a 
dozen big diamonds. It was a thumb 


ring. 

On July 12, 1899, Tewkesbury married 
Mrs. Grunhut. Then came .Tewkesbury's 
financial reverses. He mortgaged his pal- 
alce for $150,000. When he dropped this 
money in speculation Mrs, Grunhut said 
he applied to her for funds. Then came 
the final financial crash. He failed for a 
quarter of a million. Mrs. Grunhut at the 
time said she gave him a thousand dol- 
lars and he went to Old Point Comfort, 
Va. Matters were fixed up with his cred- 
ttors and he returned and started in busi- 
ness an2w. 

Mrs. Grunhut said she advanced $25,000 
to him at that time. He then went to 
live at the Hotel Majestic, where he en- 
tertained his friends in lavish style. 
Tewksbury finally left New York after 
Mrs. Grunhut had announced that she 
advanced all of her fortune to him. He 
next turned up in Mexico as the friend 
of President Diaz. Mrs. Grunhut-Tewkes- 
bury heard of him there. 

She sold her horses, carriages, andj 
jewels and went after him. Tewkesbury, 
who had owned the famous pacing horses 
Robert J. and John R. Gentry, had gotten 
rid of them, and was about to obtain |

“The American Constitution is a 
written document, but its interpretation 
is Hable to change. It was once 
thought a sufficient justification of 
slavery to quote the text ‘Cursed be 
Canaan.’

So there are things 
in the Constitution that had one mean- 
ing when relations with the outer world 
were very scanty, but must carry a 
very different interpretation when those 
relations are numerous and important.

PLAN A FEDERAL BANK. 


High Republican Officials Favor It— 
Control by States.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—A proposal 
to establish a Federal bank already has 
reached several members of Congress 
from responsible Republican sources. The 
manner in which such a bank could be 
directed would, its projectors hope, fore- 
stall criticism from the advocates of 
States’ rights. 

Under the plan each of the 6,000 Na- 
tional banks in the various States would 
become a _ stockholder in the United 
States Bank by paying into it the 5 per 
cent. deposit on its circulation now 
placed with the Treasury Department. All 


dealings between National banks and the 
General Government would be conducted 
through the medium of thé United States 


jank, which would not engage in com-| 


mercial business, but would deal {n loans 
with the various National banks. 

The direct administration it is proposed 
to invest in forty-five Directors, elected 
one each by the National banks of the 
States. They in turn then would elect 
the President, who like the Directors 
would be required to reside in Washing- 
ton. 

Advocates of the plan, among whom are 
men connected with the Government in 
high capacities, contend that the estab- 
lishment of such an institution would 
roueeny many of the present monetary 
evils.

On several occasions he asked her for 
small sums of money, which she gave 
him. Later she moved to 202 West 140th 
Street, to which address the negro was 
sometimes sent by his master to take the 
De Martinto children out for a ride in 
the automobile. 

On Nov. 7 the negro forced his way into 
Mrs. de Martinto’s apartment. He told 
her that he was going into racing and 
must have $500. She asked him why she 
should give him this sum of money. 

“To save your reputation,”’ she reports 
him as saying in effect. 

At the time of his entrance into her 
apartment she was holding her youngest 
child, a baby, on her knee. She fainted. 
After this the negro followed her at a 
distance in the street. She warned him 
that she would call in her relatives if he 
did not desist. 

The maid corroborated the incident of 
the negro’s entry into the apartment, and 
told of having revived her mistress. Mr. 
de Verastequi testified that his sister-in- 
law brought him a letter signed by Lucille 
Page, the chauffeur’s wife. It said that 
unless the writer received $500 she would 
bring suit against Mrs, de Martinto. 

“*T took this letter to Page's wife,"’ said 
Mr. de Verastequi, ‘‘and after a time she 
confessed that she had written it at the 
dictation of her husband.” 

Mr. de Verastequi said last night that 
up to the present the negro had seemed 
afwaye respectful. 

“He had had occasional trouble with his 
wife,”’ said he, “‘ but we did not suspect 
hig real character. Since his arrest, how- 
ever, I have learned from a source other 
than his wife that he had planned a 
scheme to kill me. I was to go over the 
cliffs into the Hudson in my automobile. 

“TI was not represented in court to- 
day by my attorney, but later I had a 
long talk with him. On his advice I do 
not wish to say anything further about 
the negro’s plot or threats against_me.

MODIFIED FRENCH LAW 


Vatican Officials Define Their 
Attitude as Distrustful. 





POLICE RESCUED FROM MOB 


Riot at Evacuation of Episcopal Palace 
at Nantes — Mgr. Richard Sup- 
presses Usual Christmas Masses. 


PARIS, Dec. 19.—The semi-official 
Temps to-day says that all signs Indicate 
that it is the Pope’s intention to reject 
the new legislation, adding: 

“But the Government has now nothing 
to fear. The calm with which the Church 
and State Separation law is being applied 
demonstrates that public opinion recog- 
nizes that the Government has done, and 
is doing, everything humanly possible to 
insure a continuation of public worship. 
If in a new injunction the Pope rejects 
the Government's offer no French ‘Cath- 
olic will fail to place the responsibility 
where it belongs.”’ 

The reports received by the Minister of 
the Interior show that thirty-four ecclesi- 
astical residences, occupied by Afchbish- 
ops or Bishops, and forty large and thir- 
teen small seminaries have thus far heen 
evacuated under the provisions of the 
Church and State Separation law. 

Having established the attitude 
parish priests, the Government 
dered the discontinuance of any further 
prosecutions for illegal services in the 
churches pending the passage of the new 
law amending the Law of 1905 providing 
for the separation of Church and State.

city believe was intended to defraud many 
bankers and cattle dealers in Colombia, 
South America, of millions of dollars, 
came out last night, when Simon Boehm 
and Samuel Otero were arrested and im- 
prisoned in the Tombs. 

Charged with attempting to counterfeit 
Colombian currency, Boehm, who is a 
local agent for the exporting house of 
Pratto & Co., with offices at 116 Nassau 
Street, and Otero, who has been living at 
418 West Twenty-third Street, were ar- 

ned before United States Commission- 
er Shields. They were held in $5,000 bail 
each, and being unable to obtain a bonds- 
Man, were remanded to the custody of 
Marshal Henkel, who caused them to be 
locked up for the night. 

Capt. William J. Flynn of the local 
Secret Service Bureau, who made the ar- 
. Test, told a reporter for TH TimBs last 
night that Boehm and Otero had paid to 
oertain members of his force approximate- 
ty $1,500 under the impression that they 
Were dealing with skilled engravers who 
Ware to furnish a set of plates from 
Which the spurious bills were to be struck 
off. This money, he said, was now in the 
possession of the Foederal authorities, but 

much more had been expended in va- 
ius: ways to “ finance’* the scheme. 

The detection of the plot, Capt...Flynn 
said, was due to the publication of an ad- 
vertisement by the conspirators, which 
-read as follows:

This advertisement was answered by a 
Secret Service man. He quickly received

After resting some 
time it flew off toward the land, but the 
men with many shakes of the head opined 
that they would have no luck after that.

Bishop Charles Caldwell McCabe of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, died peace- 
fully at 5:20 o’clock yesterday morning at! 
the New York Hospital, without regaining | 
consciousness, At the bedside when he} 
died were his wife and niece, Miss Brouse 
of Philadelphia, and Dr. George L. Pea- 
body, who had attended him. 

Bishop McCabe suffered a severe stroke 
of apoplexy on Dec. 11 near the Pennsyl- 
vania ferry house at West Twenty-third 
Street. A policeman who saw him stagger | 
went to his aid, an ambulance was sum- 
moned, and he was taken to the New 
York Hospital. It was at first believed 
that he might recover, both on account| 
of the improvement ifn his condition, and 
because he had been in good health, ap- 
parently, previous to this attack. 

The Bishop seemed to know that the 
end was near, for his first request was 
that his wife should be summoned at

“Chaplain’” McCabe was born in 
|Athens, Ohio, on Oct. 11, 1836. His father 
was a railroad contractor, and the son re- 
ceived his earlier education in the schools 
‘of Athens and Burlington, Iowa. He was 
only 8 years old when he was received 
into the Church according to the Metho- 
dist custom. 

Ti future Bishop entered 
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he the Ohio 
Wesleyan University after completing the 
course in the lower schools, but was com- 
pelled to abandon his college studies ow- 
ing to ‘ill-health. In 1860 he joined the 
Ohio Conference of the Methodist Church, 
and was stationed at Putnam. Two 
years later he joined the 122d Ohio Vol- 
unteers as Chaplain, and thenceforth was 
known as “ Chaplain ’’ McCabe, even aft- 
er the war had ended and he had risen to 
a high station in the Church. 

Chaplain McCabe was with the Army of 
the Potomac, under Gen. Grant, in nearly 
all the great battles from Rapidan to Ap- 

omattox. He was with Sheridan in the 
Shenandoah Vattey campaign, and at the 
battle of Winchester, while caring for the 
wounded, was taken prisoner. When the 
Union forces fell back, just before the ar- 
rival of Gen Sheridan, the Chaplain re- 
mained with a private to whom he had 
been ministering, and the Confederates 

ot him within their lines before the 

TInion troops rallied and advanced again. 

The prisoner was taken to Libby Prison 
and remained there four months, during 





; which he collected the facts he afterward 
!used with telling effect 


in his lecture, 
“The Bright Side of Life in Libby Pris- 
on.”” At the time his courage and opti- 
mism did much to make easier the 
lot of his fellow-prisoners and, years 
afterward, the reminiscences netted over

After the war Chaplain McCabe returned 
to the North and re-entered the regular 
ministry, being stationed at Portsmouth, 
Ohlo. A year later he was asked to help 
tg ise money for the Ohio Wesleyan Uni- 
versity, where he had studied in earlier 
years.

tracted the attention of Dr. A. J. Kynett, 
then Secretary of the Church Extension 
Society, After swelling the treasury funds 
of the university the young minister was 
elected agent for the Board of Church Ex- 
tension, in which capacity, and as cor- 
responding secretary, he labored for six- 
teen years, swelling the annual income of 
the organization to $300,000 and establish- 
ing 2 peransat capital for the loan fund 
of $500,000. 

In 1884 Dr. McCabe became Secretary of 
the Methodist Church Missionary Society. 
At the time there was urgent need of 
funds, and the new Secretary at once 
raised a cry of “A million a year for 
missions.’’ By his own efforts and through 
the enthusiasm he aroused in others, he 
was able to bring about the desired con- 


idition of affairs within two years, and 
‘from that time the Methodist Church has 


never raised less than $1,000,000 each year 
for missionery purposes. More than 100,- 
000 converts in foreign lands came into 
the “‘ Chap- 
lain’s’’ period of office as Secretary.

It also appeared "that it was possible for |

years ofthe fact that a large block of 
shares,* which stood in his name, had been 
transferred. to somebody else. The shares 
were given’ to*hini to qualify as Director 
fin a subsididry company. After the trans- 
fer he continued ‘in office not only as Di- 
rector but’as: President for two months 
after he had ‘legally ceased to be a mem- 
ber of the ‘board: 

This information was elicited in a fur- 
ther inquiry into~ the- coniplicated rela- 
tions of ‘the Republic Oil Company of 
Cleveland and the'’Waters-Pierce Com- 
pany. It has been: already admitted in 
evidence ‘that the Republic was a mere 
stalking horse for the real Standard Oil 
concern at 26.Broadway, but its old offi- 
cials stuck closely to their tale of its ab- 
solute independence. Mr. Hadley did,

fulness had departed. Its famous brands 
had been openly sold to Standard Oil, and 
it was to be wound up as soon as possi- 
ble. 


All Led to 26 Broadway. 


Step by step Mr.. Hadley .traced. the 
actual and nominal control of the Stand- | 
ard Oil of Indiana, the Republic, and the 
Waters-Pierce Company to 26 Broadway. | 
Hut, though he showed that their officials | 
were grouped on two floors of that mas- | 
sive building, the Republic’s officers per- | 
sisted in explaining how bitterly they 
fought each other, and the President stig- | 
matized the Waters-Pierce corporation as | 
“the meanest competitor” in the field. 
Possibly this was only. professional jeal- | 
ousy,' for.from the last witness, the man- 
ager .at St. Louis for the Republic, came 
under pressure the story how he had been 
called down by the Waters-Pierce offi- | 
cials for cutting prices, and had been re- 
minded of his allegiance to the all-power- 
ful trust.

Company of Indiana, and then with Wal-| 
ter Jennings, sales agent of the Stand- 
ard of New York. He explained the 
withdrawal of the Republic from Spring- 
field, Miss., and Clinton as due solely to 
business reasons, and was asked about 
the independence of his company. 

““It was independent,” he said. “Other- 
wise we could not have retained its good- 
will in high-grade oils.”’ 

Mr. Hadley established carefully the 
order of the Standard Oj] hierarchy. At 
the summit was W. H. Tilford, a member 
of the Executive Board of 26 Broadway. 
Under him came Mr. Jennings, and in his 
office Mr. Nicholls,. the President of a 
million-dollar company, had been for 
years. Mr. Nicholls was no more than a 
clerk for Mr. Jennings. 

“What salary did you get as Prest- 
dent?” the witness was asked. | 

“TIT received $1,500, but as I could not do | 
SO much work for Mr. Jennings afterward | 
my salary was cut down, the decrease was 
about $500 in all.”’ 

He had received a certificate for 150 
shares of the Republic Oi] Company, but} 
turned over the dividends as soon as they 
were paid to W. G. Rockefeller, Treasurer 
of the Standard Oil Company .of New Jer- 
sey.

Some changes have been 
introduced in the preamble, with a 
view to impressing upon those sections 
of the population which have been 
agitating’against the measure that the 
concessions are prompted by regard for 
the propriety of forthwith relieving 
the Jews from some of the hardships

The company intends to establish 
services to Formosa, Hokkaido, Java, 
Vladivostok, North China, Hongkong, 
Manila, Hawaii, America, the South Sea 
and India. 


OPPOSED TO DISARMAMENT. 


Some Powers Also Will Object to 
Drago Doctrine at The Hague. 


PARIS, Dec. 19.—The tentative sugges- 
tion of the United States as to the pro- 
gramme of the coming session of The 
Hague Tribunal, which include sugges- 
tions of the limitation of armaments and 
the Drago doctrine, are said here to be 
encountering obstacles on both scores. 
Two of the powers are understood to be 
of the belief that the introduction into 
the programme of the question of dis- 
armament would be untimely and only 
productive of ‘discord. 

While Great Britain is distinctly hostile 
to tke Drago doctrine, which declares 
that no‘ nation has a right forcibly to 
undertake to collect debts owing to its 
citizens by those of another nation, 
France has not yet positively announced 
her attitude on the question. In prin- 
ciple France is in complete accord with 
President Roosevelt as to the advisability 
of the discussion of the limitation of ar- 
maments, provided it is possible to se- 
riously consider the question and there is 
a prospect of tangible results,

I refer to Major 
Blocksom’'s report for proof of the fact 
that certainly some and probably all of 
the non-commissioned officers in charge 
of quarters who were responsible for tne 
gun racks and had keys thereto in their 
personal possession knew what men were 
engaged in the attack. 

‘“Major Penrose, in command of the 
post, In his letter gives the reasons why 
he was reluctantly convinced that some 
of the men under him—as he thit.ks, from 
7 to 10—-got their rifles, slipped out of 
quarters to do the shooting and returned 
to the barracks without being discovered, 
the shooting all occurring within two 
and a half short blocks of the barracks.

| ‘Any assertfon that these men were 
| dealt with harshly because they were col-

| Officers or enlisted men, white men or 
| colored men, who were guilty of such con- 
; duct, would have been treated in precisely 
the same way; for there can be nothing 
more important than for the United States 
Army, in all its membership, to under- 
stand that its arms cannot be turned with 
impunity against the peace and order of 
the civil community. 


Precedents for President’s Action. 

‘There are plenty of precedents for the 
{action taken. I call your atiention to the 
memoranda herewith submitted from the 
| Military Secretary’s office of the War 


| Department, and a memorandum from the

|Corporal Hesse, now chief of division in

“So much for the military side of the 
But I wish to say something addi- 
tional from the standpoint of the race 
question. In my message at the open- 
ing of the Congress I discussed the mat- 
ter of lynching. In it I gave utterance to 


'the abhorrence which all decent citizens 
should feel for the deeds of the men (in 
almost all cases white men) who take 
| part in lynchings, and at the same time I 
;condemned, as ail decent men of any 
color should condemn, the action of those 
colored men who actively or passively 
shield the colored criminal from the law. 
In the case of these companies we had to 
| deal with men who in the first place were 
| guilty of what was practically the worst 
| possible form of lynching—for a lynching 
is in its essence lawless and murderous 
vengeance taken by an armed mob for 
real or fancied wrongs—and who in the 
eecond place covered up the crime of 
j lynching by standing with a vicious solid- 
| arity to protect the criminals.

“It is of the utmost importance to all 
our people that we shal! deal with each 
man on his merits as a man, and not deal 
{| with him merely ag a member of a given 
race; that we shall judge each man by 
his conduct and not his color. This is im- 
portant for the white man, and it {s far 
more importart for the colored man. More 
evil and sinister counsel never was given 
to any people than that ven to colored 
men by those advisers, whether black or 
white, who, ty apology and condonation, 
encourage conduct such as that of the 
three companies in question, If the col- 
ored men elact to stand by criminals of 
their own race because they are of their 
own race, they assuredly lay up for them- 
selves the most dreadful day of reckon- 
ing. Every far-sighted friend of the col- 
ored race in its efforts to strive onward 
and upward. should teach first. as the 
most important lesson. alike to the white 
man and the black, the duty of treaiin 
ithe individual man strictly on his wort 
as he shows it.

| SECRETARY TAFT AND THE PAN- 
| AMA CANAL. 

The Secretary of War is the executive 
| head of the Government enterprise of 
| digging the Panama Canal, and it is 
he who reports to and is responsible 
to the President for its conduct. When, 
therefore, he presents to the public a 
statement of the main features and 
general conditions of this great Na- 
tional work it is reasonable to suppose 
that his account of Isthmian Canal

past fifty years on the Isthmus, and 
there have been but five in that period, 
occurred in 1888, and was only 
about two-thirds as great as the 
hypothetical maximum used by Secre- 
tary Tarr. Further than this, en- 
gineers familiar with navigation are 
perfectly well aware that a current 
of 2.64 miles an hour in a sea 
level canal would not sensibly affect 
navigation, nor did “the engineer of 
the Suez Canal” testify that such @ 
current would be troublesome. In the 
Report of the Board of Consulting En- 
gineers, on Page 176, Mr, QUELLENNEC, 
the engineer referred to, states that 
in a velocity of a little over three miles 
per hour in the cross section of the 
Suez Canal “the ships do not steer 
very well with the current running in; 
however, the navigation is never inter- 
rupted on account of the current.” 

Much ts said in the article about the 
advantage of free lake navigation in 
Gatun Lake forming the summit level 
of the canal, and within the limits of 
which about twenty-three miles of 
canal channel are found. The Sec- 
retary treats these twenty-three miles 
of lake navigation as free and open 
navigation, but that is a most er- 
roneous view, and carries with it a 
thoroughly misleading impression as 
to the character of the navigation in 
question. What may be termed free 
lake navigation, although with a num- 
ber of sharp turns in the sailing line, 
does not exceed ten miles. The other 
thirteen miles is almost continuously 
along submerged banks, the most dan- 
gerous form of restricted navigation. 
It matters little whether this dangerous 
channel between submerged banks is 
either 300 feet or 500 feet wide. Ex- 
perience in a similar channel below 
Saulte Ste. Marie, in St. Mary’s River, 
and in Lake St, Clair shows that the 
inability of a navigator to see the 
limits of his submerged channel is a 
constant source of groundings and 
wrecks. 

Acaseof seriously obscuring the actual 
comparison between the lock and séa 
level plans is found in the Secretary’s 
reference to the curvature of the pro- 
posed sea level plan. As a matter of 
fact, the curvature of the lock canal, as 
shown on the plans of its originators, 
the minority of the Board of Consulting 
Engineers, is far sharper than that of 
the sea level canal. From Gatun to 
Obispo, a distance of about twenty- 
three miles, there are ten sharp curves 
in the lock plan, and but nine easy 
curves, with long radii, in the sea level 
plan, only two of the former being 
within the limits of free lake naviga- 
tion. The long radii and easy curves 
of the sea level plan would make it 
absolutely free from difficulties of 
navigation arising from curvature.

Perhaps one of the gravest blemishes 
to be found in The Century article is 
that relating to the physical features 
of the geological valley at Gatun, where 
the great earth dam is to be built upon 
a soft and permeable substratum.

The dam is 7,700 feet long, and {s to rest 
on a clay foundation. For about 5,000 
feet of this extent the foundation is clay 
averaging 25 feet in thickness, underlaid 
by soft rock-like soapstone of great depth, 
The layer of clay from the surface down 
to rock is composed of clay and sand, 
and is ddmittedly impermeable to water. 


It would be difficult to find a state- 
ment much more at variance with 
the actual facts at Gatun, as dis- 
closed by the borings and shown 
upon the profile published as Plate 
XII. of the Report of the Board 
of Consulting Engineers. ‘‘ The layer 
of clay * * ‘* composed of clay 
and sand” is shown to have a maxi- 
mum depth of 258 feet, and composed 
of far more sand and gravel than clay,

these strata of sand and gravel, wood 
and shells, freely yielded water at 
nearly all depths, from the surface to 
the deepest point, was not shown on 
the lock plan profiles. It was brought 
out, however, most pointedly, in the 
evidence before the Senate Committee 
that the sub-strata at the site of the 
proposed dam were freely water-bear- 
ing in both the geological valleys, one 
about 200 feet deep and the other 258 
feet deep. It is proposed in the lock plan 
to place the great Gatun dam on these 
deep, soft, permeable strata, which are 
indicated in the Secretary's article to be 
firm and impermeable. It is plainly 
misleading to call these permeable 
yielding strata, through which the bor- 
ings show water to flow freely, “an/| 
impermeable blanket nearly 200 feet 
thick.” 

This paper {fs no less remarkable for 
what it omits than for what it con- 
tains. In speaking of the relative 
costs of the two plans all reference 
to the cost of the lands submerged 
by Gatun Lake is omitted, although 
they include a large part of the most 
populous and valuable lands between 
the cities of Colon and Panama. As 
shown before the Senate committee, the 
experience of the United States In ac- 
quiring such property up to the present 
time indicates that this item of cost 
might reach as much as fifteen or 
eighteen millions of dollars. Including | 
this expensive feature of the lock plan 
and the immeasurable difficulties at- 
tending the construction of the great 
lock structures at Gatun, Pedro Miguel, 
and Sosa Hill there is little réason

to expect that the cost of the lock 
canal will fall below two hundred 
millions of dollars. Indeed, it is more 
likely to exceed that amount. 

The Secretary dwells upon the ex- 
aggerated length of time alleged to 
be necessary by the lock advocates for 
the construction of the sea level water- 
way. He omits to state that the of- 
ficlal figures from the present Chief 
Engineer of the Commission as given 
in one of Mr. SHontTs’s reports make 
it demonstrable that the sea level canal 
can be completed within nine years, 
which is a little better than estimated by 
the majority of the Board of Consulting 
Engineers. The difficulties attending 
the construction of such complicated 
works of art, technically speaking, as 
the great locks of the lock plan, con- 
firmed by more or less well defined 
reports of difficulties encountered in 
endeavoring to locate them, make it 
practically certain that the boasted 
saving of time of construction of the 
lock plan is largely if not entirely a 
matter of the imagination. The care- 
ful estimates of the majority of the 
Consulting Board, taken in connection 
with the data which have accumulated 
during the past year, give reasonable 
assurance that the construction of the 
sea level canal, with its simplest of 
all engineering work, {. e., excavation 
only, can be accomplished in a period 
of time little if any in excess of that 
required by the lock plan, 

Congress must yet give a good deal 
of thought to the Panama Canal. It 
is by no means impossible that the 
adoption of the lock plan will be re- 
considered. We think it important, 
whatever action it may take, that it 
should not be misled by statements 
from any source that are based on im- 


perfect information.

ery of excuses for his conduct is vastly 
more difficult and the theory that it was 
justified by some custom of the sea, by 
some recognized obligation resting on the 
master who has “lost his ship,’’ has no 
foundation. There is no such custom and 
no such obligation for a white man, how- 
ever it may be for certain dear friends of 
ours in the Orient. 

But the Captain of a vessel really is 
bound by the best-established of customs 
and the strongest of obligations to stick 
to his post till the last possible moment, 
and never, in times of danger, to go over 
the side until he has been preceded by all 
his passengers and crew. Not a few Cap- 
tains have refused to desert their ships, 
even after everybody else has done so, 
and have sacrificed their lives in a 
way that was not much unlike suicide, 
but such justification as there, was for 
this beyond a morbid and exaggerated 
sense of honor, lay in the supposition that 
while it was their duty to order or permit 
the others to go, there was still a minute 
chance of the ships surviving whatever 
peril they were in and that therefore the 
Captains should remain. 

Suicide is never expected of a Captain, 
and resort to it by him, if in any conceiv- 
able circumstances it can be held heroic, 
certainly cannot be held so in circum- 
stances even remotely resembling those in 
which the master of the Victoria Luise 
found himself. Undoubtedly the future 
was not bright before him. Whether the 
grounding of the steamer was in any de- 
gree his fault or not, he had “lost his 
ship,” and for that owners are slow to 
accept excuses. His career was inter- 
rupted—broken if he were not a man of 
unusual determination—and he faced many 
most dismal interviews and investigations. 
But there is no question that the custom

PLAN TO CURB TRUSTS. 


Criminal Law for Criminal Acts the 
Limit of Federal Power ? 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

John 8S, Crosby asks that the “‘ Govern- 
ment mind its own business by obtain- 
ing for all men within its jurisdiction the 
rights they have by nature,” and he im- 
plies that this would lead to the abolition 
of corporations, which, he says, are a 
“‘ governmental interference with natural 
monopoly.” But there is no inherent 
monopoly in the corporate form of doing | 
business, so long as any who so wish can | 
incorporate. Corporation laws partially 
restore certain “‘ natural rights’ of which 
Governments have long deprived people 
through the operation of the common 
law. 

There is no ethical reason why when 
two men join in business the entire prop- 
erty of each should be at the mercy of 
the acts of the other. People who asso- 
clate In business have the moral right to 
give public notice as to the nature and 
limits of the responsibilities they individ- 
ually and severally assume, which notice 
shall be conclusive upon any one who 
does business with them. The business of 
the Government then is solely to see that 
the criminal law applies to criminal acts 
by whomsoever ‘performed, ang in this 
respect the corporation laws need amend- 
ments. 

The corporate form of business enter- 
prise is a modern invention, as necessary | 
to industrial development as is electricity, 
To return to individual production is to 
abandon a form of co-operation that {fs 
essentially a labor-saving machine. Our | 
task is rather to see that competition is 
free between every form of enterprise, 
and that the Government so “mind {ts 
own business” of preventing aggression 
that every one shall have a Square deal 
and such share ofthe wealth due to =

The bona fide purchaser is always protected by 
the officially dated and sealed seat plan on 
view in the box office.

STATE'S IMPORTED LABOR. | A LONE COLONEL PRESENT 


Restrictions Pointed Out In the South 
Carolina Decision. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—A State can 
import laborers, though an individual 
may not. Even a State, however, cannot 
import laborers for any one mill; it can 
import them, provided it distributes them. 
Neither can it so import them as to in- 
terfere with their liberty of choice as to 
the place in which they want to work, 
nor import them in any way which will 
prevent their rejecting any offers made to 
them by anybody. It cannot prevent them 
from going anywhere they choose. 

These are the principal points made or 
Suggested in the decision rendered yester- 
day by the Department of Commerce and 
labor in‘the question of the laborers im- 
ported by South Carolina. South Carolina 
did not violate the contract labor law, 
though she did “ assist immigrants."’ She 
brought the immigrants over to work or 
live in South Carolina, and after they got 
here she found employment for them, dis- 
tributing them throughout the State where 
their services were needed. 

So far as can be learned organized labor 
has not yet manifested any irritation over 
the decision. What may be done after it 
{is understood in labor circles is another 
matter. 


NEW PAINTINGS ON VIEW. 


Four Works of French Artists Exhib- 
ited at the Museum. 


There were put on exhibition at the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art yesterday 
four examples of the French school of 
painting, but it could not be ascertained 
whether or not the Museum had acquired 
them. 

They were exhibited in Paris last Sum- 
mer, where they attracted much atten- 
tion from art lovers. The most import- 
ant canvases in the group are large pan- 
els by Boucher, ‘“‘ La Fontaine d’Amour” 
and “Le Denicheud Oiseaux,’’ both 
signed and dated 1748. These are on the 
right and left walls, flanking the top of 
the great staircase leading from the gal- 
lery of Sculpture. The pictures are hung 
with excellent effect as to Nghting. 

The other paintings are also well hung 
in the gallery devoted to early French 
art, There is a large, three-figure port- 
rait group By Mme. Labille-Guiard of 
herself and her two pupils, Mme. Rosa- 
mond and Mme. Capet. The artist has 
depicted herself painting at an easel, 
while her two pupils are standing near 
by, leaning over her shoulder and evi- 


dently admiring her work. 

The last picture in this group of French 
art is a bust portrait by Drouais of Mme. 
d’'Hompierre d’Ornoy, a niece of Voltaire. 
The portrait is of a sweet-faced, middle- 
aged Grande Dame. 

It is supposéd that negotiations for the 
purchase of these pictures by the Metro- 
politan are under way.

Cheer Roosevelt as the Friend of 
the Old Dominion. 


ST. GEORGE TUCKER HONORED 


He Has Been to England to Ask Lord 
Roberts to Come to the James- 
town Exposition. 


With only one Colonel present—he was 
Col. James Alston Cabell of Richmond— 
the Virginians foregathered in Delmonico’s 
last night to dine and greet Harry St. 
George Tucker, President of the James- 
town Exposition, who has just. returned 
from abroad with a stock of fresh stories 
received from no other persoh than King 
Edward VII. 

But even the stories from the genial 
monarch and the head of the Virginia 
exposition were relegated to the back- 
ground when the Virginians found that 
there had been an exodus of Colonels from 
their midst. Col. Cabell, who is one of the 
most distinguished of Virginians, was em- 
barrassed when he found that he was the 
sole surviving Colonel. When ralifed on 
this the Colonel stroked his gray mus- 
tache, smiled benignly and kindly upon 
his friends—and took his medicine, He 
said that they all knew that he knew that 
it wasn’t his fault. 

The banquet hall of Delmonico’s was 
filled with the Virginians and they were 
in splendid temper as the result of the 
President's last message arraigning the 
alleged lawlessness of the negro soldiers 
at Brownsville. 

When Mr. Tucker referred to the Presi« 
dent in his speech as the strongest friend 
of the Commonwealth of Virginia tn her 
exposition venture the enthusiasm of the 
Virginians for the Chief Executive was 
shown with a vigor of voice that made 
the glass chandeliers of the banquet hall 
tremble. A hundred voices sent up the 
old rebel yell and the band played 
“ Dixie,” which brought forth another 
salvo of cheers. 

Mr. Tucker said that yesterday morning 
he had talked with the President just 
before leaving Washington for New York 
and had seen him arrange to be present 
at the dedication of the Georgia Building 
at the exposition because the building 
was to be a reproduction of the old home 
of his mother. 

When In England, he sald, he had talked 
with King Edward about the exposition, 
and had asked that Lord Roberts be sent 
to this country to represent England at 
the exposition, and offered the hospitality 
of Virginia to him not only because of his 
fame as a fighter, but because he knew 
that @ warrior so closely resembling Gen. 
Johnston would appeal to the people. 

“Does he not remind you of Lee?” 
asked the King. 

“Then I told him,’ said Mr. Tucker, 
“that to Virginians no warrior compared 
with Lee, and he replied that, indeed, 
Lee and Jackson had been great men.” 

Referring again to the head of the Na- 
tion, Mr. Tucker said that, however 
strongly his Secretary of State might ar- 
gue for centralization, President Roose- 
velt was nevertheless the friend of Vir- 
ginia. -r. Tucker, who is in line for the 
Governorship of the Old Dominion at the 
end of Gov. Swanson’s term, referred to 
his old State in a manner which suggested 
the passing of the rights of States. 

George Bryan of Virginia responded te 
the toast ‘‘The Princess Pocohontas." 
Col. Cabell and the Rev. Dr. Ernest M. 
Stires responded to the other toasts. 


GAINES TO SHAKE ’EM UP. 


The Senate Ignores the Law Docking 
Delinquent Congressmen. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.— The House 
gave a contemptuous response to-day to 
the introduction by John Wesley Gaines 
yesterday of his bill to dock members for 
absence. The Tennesseean was on hand 
to see what effect his action wo 1 have, 
and was immensely disgusted to find that 
there was no quorum and the House had 
to adjourn. Mr. Gaines was surprised to 
find that his bill is already on the law 
books. 

““ Maybe the be&t way to get action,” he 
said, ‘‘ would be to introduce a resolution 
calling for its enforcement. I'll have to 
see about that. I'll shake ‘em up about it 
yet.”’ 

The Senate was not greatly interested in 
the matter. It develops that the law, 
which is Section 40 of the Revised Stat- 
utes, has not been enforced since 1866. In 
that year the pay of members was fixed 
at $5,000, with no reference to any deduc- 


tions. It was held therefore that deduc- 
tions were not to be made. Since that 
time every Senator has received his full 
$5,000 a year whether he was present or 
not. 

In the House to-day a discussion of a 
resolution men ge for an increase in the 
enrolling force of the House brought forth 
the remark from Mr. Lacey: 

‘“*It is idiotic for the House to adjourn 
for the Christmas holidays and then jam 
through all legislation during the last 
few days.”’ 

Champ Clark, who has had many bat- 
tles with Lacey over the tariff, was on his 
feet immediately, remarking encourag- 


ingly: 

“That’s the most sensible thing I have 
heard the gentleman from Iowa say in the 
last twelve years.”’ 


EDUCATION BILL KILLED. 


House of Lords Insisted on Its Amend- 
ments to It. 


LONDON, Dec. 19.—The Education bill 
received its death blow in the House of 
Lords to-day. Both sidas spent the last 
three days in practically incessant confer- 
ences with the object of discovering an 
aceptable compromise, but the opposition 
found themselves unable to accept the 
concessions offered by the Government. 

These were formally presented by the 
Lord President of the Council, the Earl of 
Crewe, when the House of Lords met this 


afternoon, but Lord Lansdowne, in behalf 
of the Opposition, refused the proffered 
olive branch and moved that the Lords in- 
sist on their amendments to the bill. This 
was adopted by 132 to 52 votes, and the 
Education bill was thus killed. 


TO CUT BROOKLYN RED TAPE. 


There’s a Lot of It In Getting Street 
improvements, League Says. 


The City Improvement Committee of the 
Brooklyn League, meeting last night at its 
headquarters in the Temple Bar Building, 
Brooklyn, adopted a resolution calling for 
the appointment of a committee of five 
to devise means to obtain quicker action 
in the making of minor improvements to 
Brooklyn streets. It was suggested that 
a bill might be presented to the Legislat- 
ure, providing for a charter amendment 
which would afford more expeditious ac- 


tion upon necessary improvements and 
innovations. Borough President Coler, 
who was present, was assured that there 
was no disposition to criticise him. It was 
explained that the present method in act- 
ing upon necessary improvements was 6x- 
tremely cumbersome. If a sidewalk was 
to be repaired it was necessary to put the 
matter through a mage of red tape which 
often delayed the work for a year or 


more, 

Mr. Coler addressed the meeting and 
said he realized that improvements were 
made slowly, but, he contended, the law 
had to be followed. He said he was in 
accord with the movement to do away 
with red tape.

AT THE METROPOLITAN 


Mr. Burrian Breaks Down After 
Second Act of Wagner Opera. 


‘REPLACED BY MR. DIPPEL 


Who Came in a Cab, Dressing on the 
Way—Wedding Scene Omitted— 
Half the Audience Quilt. 


‘Lohengrin’ was given at the Metro- 
politan Opera House last night without 
the famous wedding march, and when 
after a long wait the curtain went up at 
11:30 o’clock on the second scene of the 
last act, the theatre was practically 
empty. 

The sudden hoarseness of the tenor Bur- 
rian, who was singing the title réle, was 
the cause of all the trouble. The first 
scene of the last act was omitted alto- 
gether, and if it had not been for the in- 
dispensable Dippel the opera might never 
have been finished, 

It was noticed in the first act that Mr. 
Burrian was in bad voice. In the second 
act he seemed to be singing with great 
difficulty. After the curtain went down 
on the dramatic finale there was a long 
wait—a wait so long that many people 
left the theatre. After half an hour the 
curtains were parted-and Max Hirsch 
stepped in front of the footlights. 

Mr. Hirsch announced that owing to the 
sudden illness of Mr. Burrian, the man- 
agement was sorry to announce that he 
would be unable to finish the opera; that 


Mr. Dippel, although wholly unprepared, | 


would undertake to sing Lohengrin in 


the lact act, and that as it was already | 


80 late the bridal scene would be omitted. 

The curtains fell together again, and 
it was nearly another half hour before the 
drop rose, disclosing the banks of the 
Scheldt and a new Lohengrin in shining 
armor and good voice. But meantime the 
Parquet and boxes had been emptied. 
Many people had gone before Mr. Hirsch 
made the announcement about the tenors. 

Behind the scenes there was much ex- 
citement, and the sound of hard and soft 
German expletives rent the air. After the 
first act Mr. Burrian was sure he could 


sing no more, He was urged to go on and 
try, and he did After the second act, 
however. he positively refused to try. 

The house physician, Dr. C. C. Rice, 
came in and examined the singer's throat 
while the tenor tried in vain to emit high 
Cs. Herr Goerlitz, acting manager, tore 
his hair and implored, but it was soon evi- 
dent that Burrian could not sing that last 
act. 

There was no tenor in the theatre who 
could substitute. In fact, there is only 
one tenor in the company who knows the 
mle, and he is Dippel. 

Mr. Goerlitz rushed to the telephone and 
called up the Hotel Majestic. 

“Is Mr. Dippel there?” he asked, 

By a lucky chance Mr. Dippel was 
there, and he could sing the rdle of Lohen- 
grin. The tenor swiftly divested himself 
of his dressing jacket, jumped into a 
hansom, with a suit of silver armor under 
one arm and a blonde wig under the other, 
and started on the drive from Seventy- 
second Street ang Central Park West to 
Thirty-ninth Street and Broadway. 

He dressed on the way to the theatre 
and when he entered the opera 
some time after 11 he had on his silver 
armor and blonde wig, and with a few 
touches of rouge and powder was ready 
to go on. 


It isn’t the first time that Mr. Dippe! | 


has nad an experience of this sort, and he 
knows how to rise to it. The handful of 
auditors left in the parquet and galleries 
epplauded him for it. 

Mr. Burrian, meantime, had jumped into 
another cab and was driven to the Hotel 
Majestic, where he also lives. .Said Mr.

A SONOROUS PERFORMANCE 


New Singers and Olid Do Good Work—

At the Manhattan Opera House last 
evening the first performance of ‘* Alda"’ 
was given. The opera is one in which 
the operatic manager expects to show 


what his resources are in the way of 
spectacular effect. It is one in which to 
“score”’ in such matters, if in nothing 
else; yet it is one also in which there are 
more important things that may be made 
to count largely. ere are more than 
the obvious dramatic climaxes and so- 
norous musical effects that so easily im- 
pose themselves, but they are often lost 
in the general welter of sound that re- 
echoes through “ Afda.”’ 

This was an eye and ear filling perform- 
ance, on which unusual paing had evident- 
ly been lavished in the way of scenic 
picturesqueness as well as in the treat- 
ment of the more massive musical pas- 
sages. It brought forward two of the 
more important singers of the company 
for the first time. One was Mme. Cis- 
neros, who some years ago sang at the 
Metropolitan as Miss Eleanor Broadfoot. 
She was the representative of Amneris. 
It is clear that in the period that has 
elapsed since her appearances here she 
has waxed much in artistic stature. Her 
voice is a powerful mezzo-soprano of rich 
color and dramatic quality, a voice well 
adapted for the music that is given to 
Amneric. Mme. Cisneros, too, has a regal 
personal presence. Her impersonation 
with these advantages was a duminating 
cone in its genera) effect, though her vo- 
calism is nut finished, and her dramatic 
style has not the force of a potent tem- 
perament behind it. 

The other newcomer was Mr. Bassi, the 
Radames. While his voice has many of 
the characteristics that the Italian tenor 
of the present day either cultivates or is 
possessed of by nature—especially the 
‘white’? or open quality—it is a stron 
and flexible organ, well under his control, 
and full and sonorous in its upper tones. 
He sang fluently and effectively; his 
“Celeste Alda’’ was well delivered, and 
aroused an uncommon enthusiasm. 


Mr. Bassi is not a powerful personality | 
upon the stage; he is in fact a conqueror nected with the Hyatt Roller Bearing Compa- 


with a somewhat apologetic manner, and 
he rose to no great heights of power or 
passion in his acting. It is said that this 
was his first attempt in the part of Ra- 
dames; which, if true, explains much that 
was tentative in his performance. 

The rest of the people concerned in the 
cast have been heard before, but some of 
them did better than they have done be- 
fore. This was notably the case with 
Mme. ‘Russ, who was the Aida. Verdi's 
music becomes her much better than that 
of Mozart’s, with which she struggled 
last weex in * Don Giovanni,’’ and there 
is praise due her for Intelligence and 
sincerity in singing it, and for an im- 
provement in the purely vocal effects she 
attained. Her acting, too, did no violence 
to the scene, though it was not fired with 
any of the ardors of the slave girl's ex- 
periences. 

Of Mr. Ancona as Amonasro it can be 
said that he was an admirable inter- 
preter of that character, beautifully rich 
and full in voice and passionately elo- 
quent in action. Mr. Arimondi falls nat- 
urally into the part of the __ pontifical 
basso, and his Ramfis was ponderous and 
dignified. 

Mr. Campanini was a host in himself 
in controlling the forces of the orchestra 
and of the stage, and in building up the 
climaxes of choral and orchestral sound 
with which the work abounds. 
was more than a prodigious clanger in 
his reading; there were many delicate 
and significant passages brought out. But 
he was undoubtedly too partial to the 
brass bands upon the stage, and he let 
nothing be lost that could be attained 
in the way of piling up an ear-shatter- 
ing sound. There were other passages in 
which he gave too much weight to 
Verdi’s occasionally noisy orchestration. 
What he did was highly appreciated, and 
he was called out not only after the 
spectacular scene at the gate of Thebes, 
but also after the Nile scene. 

The presentation of richly imposing and 
well-grouped stage pictures, the skillful 
handling of the stage throngs, has not 
been one of the strong points of the pro- 
ductions at the Manhattan. There was 
a marked improvement noticeable last 
evening in this respect. There was a 
brave showing in the second act at the 
reception of the victorious Radames; the 
pageantry of the trooping multitudes was 
brilliant, But neither in this respect nor 
in that of the scenery, though this, too, 
was richer and more appropriate than 
any that has_hitherto been shown at the 
Manhattan, was there the opulence that 
is familiar in ‘‘ another place."’ 

The audience was numerous and ex- 
tremely demonstrative, but attempts to 
prolong applause to such a degree as 
would interrupt the performance were 
promenty quieted. After the second act

‘ALTON DIVIDEND DECLARED. 


Talk of Passing !t Ceased When Mr. 
Harriman Reached the Meeting. 


The Chicagg & Alton Directors declared 
yesterday the regular semi-annual divi- 
dend of 2 per cent. on the company’s pre- 
ferred stock, payable Jan. 2. This action 
on the part of the Alton Directors set at 
rest rumors which had been current for 
several days that the dividend would be 
passed. What had been said was that,

The 
fact was commented be at yesterday that 
E. H. Harriman, one of the Union Pacific 
representatives on the board, came to the 
meeting of the Directors very late, and 
that the announcement of the declaration 
of the regular dividend was made within 
a few minutes after his arrival. 

The report that the dividend might be 
passed had aroused more than usual in- 
terest because of the peculiar manner in 
which control-of the Chicago & Alton is 
held and because of the reports that have 
been current at various times that more 
or less friction between the Union Pacific 
and the Rock Island interests had re- 
sulted from the agreement entered into 
between the two roads for the alternate 
control of the Keard of Directors of the 
Chicago & Alton. 


Only One Bid for Manila Bonds. 
The Manila Water Works bonds, 
amounting to $2,000,000, for which the 
War Department received bids yesterday, 
called out only one bid for any large 
amount.

~WON’T TAKE ENGLAND’S GOLD. 


Bankers Fear If We.Did the English 
Bank Rate Would Go Up. 


. Foreign exchange rates declined yester- 
day to a level at which gold could have 
been taken from the Bank of England for 
import to New York. Only a tacit-under- 
standing among the large handlers of for- 
‘eign exchange in this city that it would 
be impolitic to disturb the London market 
‘by-taking gold’ against the wish of the 


Bank of England prevented engagements 


of a considerable. amount of the precious 
metal. It was thought yesterday that the 
fact that New York refrained from draw- 
ing heavily on the London market for 
gold may prove an important factor in 
keeping the Bank of England rate at the 
Present level of 6 per cent if that course 
ig. decided upon to-day by the managers 
of the Bank. 

“Demand sterling sold yesterday as low 
‘as. 4.8285 for bankers’ bills,. while stock 
bills sold for cash as low as 4.8225. This 
is considerably below the rate at which 
exchange was selling last April, when 
Secretary Shaw made his first announce- 
ment of Treasury afd to facilitate gold 
imports. In many respects the’ present 
situation duplicates that existing last 
April, at least so far as this market is 
concerned. The London market, however, 
is less prepared now than it was then to 
meet our large demands for gold for ex- 
port to New York. The belief that it 
would be highly inexpedient to press a 
demand for gold upon London at this time 
is believed to be the explanation of the 
fact that important interests which last 
Spring were in favor of the Treasury De- 
partment facilitating gold imports are ad- 
verse to the extension of Treasury aid at 
this time. 

Reports that Secretary Shaw contem- 
plated some further relief measures were 
current all day yesterday, and dispatches 
from Washington reported that Secretary 
Shaw had gone to New York, presumably 
for the purpose of consulting bankers re- 


gardi further measures of relief. Secre- 
tary Shaw, however, did not make his ap- 
pearance either at the Sub-Treasury or 
at the Custom House, and when bankers 
Jeft their. office at the close of the day 
they were ignorant of any intention on 
the part of the Secretary to do anything 
mere at this time to ald the money mar- 
Call money rates were stiff most of the 
day, although toward the close the mar- 
ket the rate dropped to 6 per cent., as fre- 
quently happens after most of the day’s 
needs have been met. The ruling rate yes- 
terday was 25 per cent., or within 1 per 
cent. of the day’s maximum. Thirty-day 
loans were made yesterday as high as 10 
per cent., while rates for’ time loans va- 
ried from that figure down to 6% per cent. 
for six months’ loans. 


TO PREPAY BOND INTEREST. 


The New York Central Holders to Get 
$5,000,000 In Advance. 


The New York Central and Its allied 
lines, it was announced yesterday, will 
prepay the interest on their honds, which 
falls due on Jan. 1. It ts estimated that 
@ total in excess of $5,000,000 will be paid 
out in this way. The distribution will be 
made some days before Jan. 1, probably 
on Dec. 26. 

The prepayment of this large amount of 
interest by the New York Central system 
recalled yesterday the recent announce- 
ment of the prepayment of interest by the 
Government. This difference in the pre- 
payments, however, was pointed out, that 
the payment by the Government actually 


released so much money which had been 
locked up In the United States Treasury, 
wherers the prepayment by the New York 
Central lines will amount practically 
merely to a transfer of banking credits 
from the New York Central to the indi- 
vidual holders of its bonds. 


IRON AND STEEL NOTES. 


Shipments of Lake Superior Ores This 
Season the Greatest on Record. 


Shipments of Lake Superior ores by rail 
and water during the open season ‘of 
1906, which has just come to an end, are 
ths greatest on record, and, according to 
the complete returns compiled by The 
Iron Age, Were approximately 88,250,000 
tons, a gain of 8,800,000 tons over last 
Season’s figures. All of this total except 
800,000 tons came from the Mesaba Range. 
Water shipments were 87,518,642 tons, the 
remainder of the estimated total being 
the all-rail shipments to blast furnaces in 
the Northwest. The Steol Corporation's 
shipments were 20,978,651 tons. Its pro- 
gramme for 1907 calls for 23,000,000 tons. 

The buying of pig iron for the third 
quarter of the coming year in the Hast- 
ern markets, and in some cases for the 
last quarter, {s the feature of the trade 
tituation to which The Iron Age attaches 
most significance. To-day's issue says: 


Foundry interests have continued to buy for 
forward delivery, among them the largest con- 
cerns, who seem to have confidence in the 
future. Present prices are regarded by many 
in the trade as dangerously high for the basis 
of. distant commitments, and yet it is the con- 
sumer who is most eager to take his chances 

Southern makers have advanced their price 
for the third quarter from $17.50 to $18 for No. 
2 foundry, Birmingham, and have booked 
some tonnage at that. The situation in the 
South is growing more serious through inade- 
quate transportailon facilities and scarcity of 
Jabor. Iron is accumulating at the furnaces 
which is sorely needed by distant melters. 

Rail makers have been booking some addition- 
al good orders, among them being 19,000 tons 
for the Texas Railway, 15,000 tons additional 
for the Great Northern, 7,000 tons for the 
Spokane Inland, and 5,000 tons for the Monon 
Road. There is an inquiry in the market for a 
lot of 25,000 tons from a Western road. 

Hastern plate makers have been forced again 
to-put up thelr prices $2 per ton, making the 
third like amount in the current month. The 
menufacturers state that they are forced to it 
through rising costs. 

Quite a good run of small-sized structural 
contracts has come in, among them 3,000 tons 
for a building at St. Louis, 2,500 tons for the 
Fall River Bridge, 2,400 tons additional for 
Gary, and 1,500 tons for two buildings in San 
Francisco. 


IRON TRADE NEWS.

CLEVELAND, Dec. 19.—The Iron Trade 
Review to-morrow will say: 

The Lake season which has just closed 
has..been one of unprecedented cargoes 
and profits. The percentage of earnings 
of both steel and wooden vessels has been 
60 large as to fully justify the orders al- 
ready placed giving lake shipbuilders all 
they can possibly do during the coming 
year.

‘BY TROLLEY TO BOSTON. 
New Haven Road Expects to Have a 


Through Line Completed by Spring.

NEW. ROCHELLE, Dec. 19.—Permission 
has been: granted by thg New Rochelle 
Common Council and the Village Trustees 
of Larchmont to the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad to widen its 
roadbéd to accommodate eight tracks and 
to operate a trolley line between these 
points, completing the company’s trolley 
circuit from the Harlem River to Boston. 
The railroad made its application yester- 
day, and permission was granted to-day.

RECEIVERS FOR WIRE CO. 


Petitioners Allege That National Cor- 
poration, Is $2,000,000 In Debt.

National Wire Corporation 
was. put in the hands of receiveérs.to-day.

In ‘petitioning for a re- 
ceiver: the Maine company, aside from 
alleging that the local concern is more 
than $2,000,000 in debt, asks that if the 
corporation cannot raise new capital to 
carry on the business, it be dissolved and 
its affairs wound up. 

The Maine company asked that Henry 
L. Hotchkiss, President of the L. Candee 
Rubber Company of this city, and Homer 
Wise of New York, Vice President of the 
Maine company, be named as receivers 


temporarily. To this motion Judge Thayer 
acquiesced, and named these two men as 
receivers and required that a bond of 
$150,000 be furnished by each. 

The plant of the National Wire Corpo- 
ration is one of the largest of its kind in 
the East, and its organization dates back 
to 1870 When the plant was running full 
it employed 1,500 hands, but recently not 
more than 800 have been working there. 
The balance sheet of the company on Nov. 
26 showed it to be solvent, and also de- 
tailed its capital stock and other liabili- 
ties. The total assets are given as $0,625,-

FOR A PUBLIC MONEYS LAW. 


Senator Elkins Would Have Customs 
Receipts Deposited In Banks. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—A bill de- 
signed to extend relief to the money mar- 
ket, along the lines of recommendations 
made by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
was introduced to-day by Senator Elkins. 

It authorizes the deposit in National 
banks of receipts from customs as well as 
from internal revenue, requiring the 
banks to pay a tax on such deposits, and 
making all National banks equally eligi- 
ble for designation as depositaries.. The 


bill also expressly authorizes the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to make transfers of 
public moneys from the Treasury to the 
banks, which has heretofore been done by 
the Secretary. on his own responsibility 
without authority of law.

Capt. Day’s Honeymoon Spent

A SECRET SERVICE SQUAD 
TO HUNT THE BLACK HAND 


Bingham Organizes a Special 
Force for Blackmailers, 


IT WILL WORK ‘UNDERGROUND’ 


Fifty Men May Be Employed in the 
New Task, but Few WIll Know 
Who They Are. 


The Italians who, working singly or in 


bands, have been extorting money from } 


their compatriots by using the fearsome 
phrase or symbol of the “ Black Hand” 
are to be pursued in a new way. 

Recognizing the inability of the present 
small force of Italian detectives to drive 
out these criminals Police Commissioner 
Bingham ordered yesterday the organiza- 
tion of a secret service which is expected 
to be recruited and conducted as secretly 
as the operations of the men against 
whom it will work. The eligibles for this 
squad are all the Itallans in the city police 
force. The best of them will compose the 
squad, but not even these know all who 
have been or will be chosen. 

The new secret service is to be under 
the direction of Detective Sergeant Petro- 
sino. It is likely that only the Commis- 
sioner and Petrosino will know the entire 


‘'membership of the squad. There are about 


fifty men on the force in all boroughs 
who speak Italian. Possibly all of these 
will be employed in the new work. The 
selection of the men will begin to-day. 
Petrosino’s present squad, which Is as- 
signed to all ‘‘ Black Hand” and similar 
crimes, operates from a little room over 4 
saloon in Centre Street. It has been 
struggling along under great difficulties 
every year as the tide of immigration 
from Italy and Sicily has brought to the 
city additional scores of ex-convicts and 
outlaws from what the Italians call “‘ the 
heel and toe”’ of their native peninsula. 
“Black Hand” Crimes Increasing. 
Hardly a day has passed in the last two 
months without a batch of Black Hand 
letters being ,delivered to Petrosino or 
without at least one case of murder, at- 
tempted murder, or dynamiting. Petrosino 
gays that scores of notorious brigands 


have been passed into this country of late 
years, and that as the educational devel- 
opment of the Italian peasant element of 
the east side has bean slow they have 
been unable to shake off the pests that 
have followed them from he mother 
country. He says that when his men 
have worked up cases against Italians 
known to be brigands of the worst sort, 
the victims time and again have been 
frightened from court or have gone to 
court and have perjured themselves 
through fear of the prisoners and their 
friends. 

As the murders, kidnappings, dynamit- 
ing, and others crimes of the Black Hand 
stamp have increased, Petrosino and his 
men have been worked beyond their en- 
durance. Some of them sleep on the ta- 
bles in the dingy little room which is 
their headquarters. Petrosino himself has 
seen little of his home and family for 
six months. But it was not the question 
of how much work the Italian squad did 
that brought T the question of a special 
department of Italian-speaking detectives. 
Unsuccessful in getting at "he criminals, 
the present staff under Petrosino is treat- 
ed with scorn by the new outlaws that 
have come from Italy to swell the ranks 
of the old. 

Stefano Morabido, for instance, @ surly, 
heavy-jawed, and thick-necked Itallan, 
just arrived in this country, was one ot 
four men to be held in $2,000 bail yester- 
day on suspicion of being one of the kid- 
nappers of little George Brucato of 88 
Stanton Street, 

‘* What is your business?’ he was asked 
when his pedigree was taken, 

‘* None,” he grunted. 

““ Where do you live?” 

“l’ve forgotten.” 


A “Type” In Court. 
Pasquale di Morca, another of the four, 
was recognized by one of Petrosino’s men 
as @ most notorious brigand of Calabria, 
which is in the “ heel’’ of Italy. He is an 
ex-convict, and is considered one of the 


most dangerous of Italian criminals. In 
his hip pocket was found an open clasp 
knife, eight and a half inches long, the 
blade ground to a point as fine as a nee- 
dle’s, and held fust by a lock spring so 
artfully hidden that it took the detegt- 
ives hours to discover the combination. 

Gaetano Arecchio was the third, young 
and lithe, just over from Italy, and as 
ugly in appearance as even stage brigands 
are. Pasquale Carratozzola, without a 
place of business, was the fourth. 

The men had been under surveillance 
for weeks. Their meeting place was the 
decaying two-story frame structure at 
157 Klizabeth Street. In the basement is 
a junk shop, in the rear is a court, where 
pushearts are stored over night, and on 
the first floor is the establishment of 
Giovanni Bellantonio. 

‘* Bellantonio’s place is a blind,” said 
Detective Dondero who assisted in the ar- 
rest of the trio yesterday morning. ‘* The 
men have been meeting there to talk over 
their plans, and we have studied the 
business of the proprietor until we know 
that it would be impossible for him to pay 
his rent from his legitimate proceeds.’ 

Bellantonio’s place offers as an induce- 
ment to the belief in the proprietor’s 
mamenty a tray of cakes and two jars of 
candy in a front window and a pool table 
in the front room. 

Four men at a little table jumped to 
their "feet when a TIMES reporter entered 
the room yesterday and asked for Bellan- 
tonio, Bellantonio poked his head through 
the rear door at the sound of the shifting 
of feet. He is as dark complexioned a 
Sicilian as ever got past the immigration 
officials, and he was dressed like a pros- 
perous Wall Street man, save for a lack 
of freshness as to his linen. 

“TI sella coffee,”’ he said with a smile. 
*“*I sella cake an’ da candy.”’ 

When he discovered that information 
and not cake was wanted, he began jab- 
bering about the weather with thé loung- 
ers in the place, 

Another Strange Disappearance. 

What may prove to be another Sicillan 
murder came to light yesterday when the 
disappearance of Pasquale Carlone of 30 
Grand Street was reported. Carlone once 
owned the Palm Restaurant on Four- 
teenth Street, west of Sixth Avenue. He 
had retired, but had decided to go back 
into business. When he left his home 
last .uursday he carried $1,000 which he 
Was to pay as an option on a new res- 
taurant business. e had already paid 
$400 on the property. Nothing has been 
heard from him since. 

Mrs. Carlone said yesterday that her 
husband had borrowed some money from 
people she thought little of. On Tuesday 
these people called on her and asked 
about the payment. 

** It’s up to you to find my husband, I 
think,’ ’’ she says she told them. ‘“‘ Then 
one of them said that it would be no use 
to call in the police, as they were not 
blackmailers but had their own way of 
getting money.” 

Petrosino has been unable to handle the 
situation. His blotter records a large 
number of cases that he may never hope 
to reach. The gathering of a special and 
ample force to work ‘ underground” 
against the increase in Italian crimes is 
his only hope, and Commissioner Bingham 
has now gh him a free hand in the for- 
mation of such a force. 

That this crusade is to be vigorous was 
indicated by PetroSino’s action yesterday. 
With several detectives he spent the day 
in the Italian quarter and arrested four- 
teen Italians. All were locked up at Police 
| Headquarters, charged with carrying con- 
cealed weapons.
